WASHINGTON, March 29.—|By the 
Associated Press.| For several vears 
past attempts have been made to vic- 
timize people of prominence in the 
United States by playing upon their 
credulity at the expense of their 
purses. .Just who the would-be swind- 
lers are, and to what.extent they suc- 
ceeded, is not known, but sufficient 
data bas drifted into the Department 
of State to indicate that these opera- 
tions have been conducted on a broad 
scale and the leader in them is edu- 
cated and wefl acquainted with the 
affairs of the persons selected as vic- 
tims, 

The fraudulent schemes are on the 
same general plan, but the details are 
varied indefinitely to meet the charac- 
ter of the victim. As a rule he is a 
person who has at some time bada 
slight acquaintance with a Spaniard. 
He receives a letter from a Spanish 


money has been left to him by this 
Spaniard on conditions that always in- 
volve the advancement of a greater or 
less sum of money to pay the necessary 
charges. 

The first noticethe Department of 
State had of the swindie was a letter 
addressed to President Harrison svon 
after he assumed office. In this letter, 
the writer, a Catholic priest, as be de- 
scribed bimself, informed the Presi- 
dent that a Spanish officer, after under- 
going incredible vicissitudes of for- 
tune, had diedin Spain. He had de- 
livered to the priest a package con- 
taining $20,000, which was to be turned

A SPANISH SHIP ASHORE NEAR 
HATTERAS. 


A Life-saving Crew Censured for 
Their Conduct at the Dictator 
Wreck-—The Galena 
Floated. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

(Va.,) March 29.—[By the 
Associaied Press.| A telegram from 
the Hatteras life-saving station says 
thas a Spanish steamer bound from 
Galveston, Tex., is ashore five miles 
south of that station. The vessel is 
lying easy close to the beach. The cap- 
tuin and crew are on board and there 
is no present necessity for their leaving 
the ship. There is a strong probability 
that both vessel and cargo cun be 
saved. Itis not known whether or not 
this is the cotton steamer before re- 
ported asbore at Ocracoke inlet. 

THE DICTATOR DISASTER.

GALENA AFLOAT. 

VINEYARD HAVEN (Mass.,) March

FIRST-STREET GRADE. 


A Kick on the Part of the Figueroa« 
street Peopie. 

Ata meeting of the Council this morning 
the matter of grade on First street, at the 
corner of Figueroa, will probably be brought 
up, when several property-owners will prob. 
ably be hand to make their desires known. 
There is a good deal of feeling over the mat 
ter, and the discussion will probably be an 
animated one. In conversation yesterday, 
one of the interested parties said: 

“You see First street, after it leaves 
Beaudry, ascends the hill at rather a slight 
incline until at Figueroa street the 

row of the hill is reached, 
At the intersectien of First and?Figueroa it 
has all along been conceded that a cut of 
ten, twelve or even fifteen feet might have 
to be made, but the grade as established on 
First street makes a cut of twenty-seven 
feet at the corner of Figueroa. Thisis no! 
at all necessary to enabie the electric line 
to surmount the hill. Butit is understood 
that some parties in interest have purchased 
some of the now practically worthless lots 
near by. With the dirt thatisto be taken 
out of these cuts these worthless lots are to 
be filled in and made valuable. 

“But what is the effect? About a dozen 
homes on Figueroa street are practically 
ruined. They belong to workingmen who 
have lived out on the hills fora number of 
renee. They have beautified their little 

omes, and spent their money beautifying 
their property. Theeffect of these deep 
cuts is to make the lots owsied by speulators 
valuable, isto leave the homes of these 
workingmen high in . the  air—in 
some nstances§ thirty foot. Why. 
tell you, the property of § these 
laboring men might just as well be confis- 
cated if this cut is putthrough. They all 
want the street car line, and wantit 
badly. A cut sufficient to admit ot the line 
surmounting the bill they are only too glad 
to stand. But when a streetis going to be 
hacked up for the purpose of aiding specu- 
lators at the expense of homes already 
built, then it is time for protest. 

“Tne ordinance establishing the grade of 
First street west of Bunker Hill avenue 
was rushed through the Council and bee 
came a law beforeanyone had time to 
No one in authority seems to 
know or care what the result oreffectof the 
cuts and grades would be. And now after 
the grade is established the workingman 
living on the hills finds that to specially 
favor a few speculators, his humble cottage 
is to be left thirty feet above the grade.”’

These foul 
spots should be cleansed. 
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A VALUABLE FIBER PLANT. 


New and valuable crops, adapted to 
the climate and soil of California, are 
constantly coming to the front. In the 
face of the large profits made from 
fruits of various kinds, our farmers 
are apt to neglect staple crops, which, 
while they yield a smaller profit, may 
be cultivated at less expense and give 
much earlier returns, thus paying ex- 
penses while the orchards and vive- 
yards are maturing. ; 

One of the new crops which is just 
now attracting considerable attention 
among agriculturistsin the central part 
of the State is tamie, which is & 
large, stingless, broad-leaved nettle, 
belonging to a family of plants 
of which many other members 


supply valuable fibers. The great 
difficulty with this product has 
hitherto been the ‘“decorticating”’ 


of the plant, or separating and clean- 
ing the fiber by a machine sufficiently 
effective to compete with the scraping 
by cheap hand labor, which is the 
method of treatment in the Orient. 
‘This difficulty arises from the presence 
in the bark of a tough gummy sub- 
stance that encases the fiber, and from 
which it must be thoroughly freed by 
either mechanical or chemical pro- 
cesses, or by both combined, before it 
can be worked. This difficulty has ap- 
parently been overcome by the use of 
a wachine which, at the late Me- 
chanics’ Fairin San Francisco, made 
apparently successful tests. 

The great beauty of the fibre and the 
almost uplimited commercial demand 
for it when brought into the market in 
available form; its adaption to a great 
variety of soils aud climates, the high 
production, the perennial nature of 
the plant that renders its culture very 
inexpensive; last, but not least, the 
possibility of easily maintaining the 
productiveness of the soil by a return 
of the “‘trash,”’ placing ramie near to 
cotton (when the seed is returned) as 
bearing yery lightly on the soil’s native 
fertility; and finally the relatively high 
value and light weight of the mer- 
chantable product when shipped—all 
these advantages concur in rendering 
the culture of this fiber plant specially 
desirable wherever it is feasible. 

In a recent communication to the 
San Francisco Journal of Commerce, 
Prot. Hilgard of the University of Cal- 
ifornia, says, regarding the culture of 
this plant: 

Without discussing the merits of the dif- 
ferent machines now offered to producers as 
a guarantee that their crop when grown 
will be converted into a merchantable 
article, and of which | personaily am Dot at 
present fully informed, it should be said as 
regards the culture of ramie, that by actual 
trial it has been found to be readily feasibie 
in all the larger valley regions of the Stale, 
so far as the successiul growth of the plant 
is concerned, but that it will doubtless prove 
most profitable where a long growing-sea- 
son, combined with irrigation, permits of 
waking three or four cuts annually. Io the 
Kern valley there is littie dificuity in get- 
ung four cuts of good size and quality, and 
the same is probaviy true oo tue stronger 
soils as far north as Fresno, and southward 
in the valiey of Soutn California. Ino the 
Sacramenw valley, three cuts can doubtless 
be obtained, at least when irrigation is em- 

loyed, or in naturally moist land. At 
rkeley, and elsewhere on the immediaie 
coast, two cuts (the second usually a small 
one,) pare thatcan be counted on; butin 
warm Valleys of the Coast Range doubtless 
from twe to three full crops, according to 


the supply of moisture and the strength of 
the soil, may be looked for. 


Prof. Hilgard adds that, so far as 
the succeas{ul and profitable growth of 
the plant is concerned, there need be 
little doubt in the valleys of the cen- 
tral and southern part of the State. 

A company bas been formed in San 
Francisco to buy and sell the ramie 
fiber, also to furnish growers ramie 
roots on special contract, part cash 
and part payment in crude fiber pro- 
duced during the present year. One 
of the managers of this company states 
that samples of the product of ma- 
chines owned by the company, from 
California-grown stalks, have been 
pronounced by fiber dealers and man- 
ufacturers in Boston, London and else- 
where as being equal to the best of 
ramie fiber on the market. 

Witha few such staple crops as 
sugar-beets and ramie, which have a 
steady, unfailing market value, added 
to our long list of fruit products, Cali- 
fornia will be able to make expenses 
from the former and count the receipts 
from her fruits as clear profit. 


Butte City, Most., is credited with 
being one of the livest cities of the 
United States for its size, but the risks 
of business in a Mining camp are 
shown by a recent happening there. | 
All the mines belonging to the Ana- 
conda company, the greatest copper- 
producer in the world, have shut down 
because of a disagreement on rates 
with the Montana Union Railway, 
which hauls the ore from Butte to the 

smelters. The smelters will follow the 
example of the mines as soon as the 
ore on hand is treated. The shut- 
down will throw 3000 men out of work. 


PASTURES always look greenest at a 
distance. Discontented Angelefos are 
fond of pointing to Denver as a flour-- 
ishing and busy city, which it doubtless 
is, but all the same recent reports from 
there state that there are 5000 men out 


of employment. 


THE DISPOSITION OF CITY FUNDS, 


Sacramento is just now discussing 
he question of what the city shall do 
with her funds, a question which has 
troubled other cities besides the capi- 
tal. The Bee states, as the apparent 
greatest objection to the present sys- 
tem, the vicious policy it encourages of 
making all local politics center on the 
question, “Who shall appoint the City 
Treasurer?’ so that men of character 
and ability cannot hope to enter a con- 
test for the office of trustee with much 
hope of success uniess they show 
themselves in harmony with the pow- 
ers that insist on naming the treasurer 
and allowing them the use of the funds. 
This unfortunate condition of things, 
says the Bee, demoralizes to a certain 
extent the city government and is di- 
rectly opposed to the best interests of 
the municipality. 

That journal then goes on to show 
what there isin the use of the city’s 
moneys that would justify anyone .in 
spending money on political methods 
to secure the control vf it. The Sacra- 
mento treasurer has the use, on a basis 
of average payments from taxes, of 
from $120,000 to $140,000 for twelve 
months, which is worth, even at 5 per 
cent., from $6000 to$7000 avear. Water 
rents, licenses and otherimposts swell 
this amount very materially, so that, 
while Sacramento pays her treasurer 
$1000 a year for bis services, it gives 
him—or the bank which he represents 
—the use of money worth from $6000 
to $10,000 a year. It is no wonder, 
under such circumstances, that there 
should always be a big fight made over 
the office of treasurer in our cities. 

There is much room for reform in 


this matter of the use of the city) 


funds. There is no valid reason why 
a city should not receive the interest 
on its own money. An effort was 
made in this direction by Ios Angeles 
recently, but adverse interests were 
too powerful. The question isa far 
more important one heré than in Sac- 
ramento. as the sum at stake is much 
larger. In the present condition of 
financial affairs, when our tax-payers 
are so hard-pressed, the interest on the 
city money would be quite a welcome 
relief. Besides, it would be but simple 
justice. 


Here is an item that gives some 
idea of the immensity of our timber 
resources: 

In Southern Oregon there isa torest 10,- 
000 square wiles in extent, and if the tim- 
ber were cut and put on the markets at $10 
per 1000 feet, the proceeds would pay our 
national debt twice over. The estimated 
amount of merchantable timber en the 
tract is 400,000,000,000, 


All the same this does not lessen the 


importance of preserving our timber in 
sections where it is scarce, not so 
much on account of the timber itself, 
as of the influence on the gradual 
deposition of moisture on the plains 
below. 


Pus.Lic buildings in America are 
getting to be very costly affairs. We 
referred yesterday to the Philadelphia 
City Hall, which has already cost over 
$14,000,000. A still more striking in- 
stance is furnished by the State Capitol 
at Albany, which was to cost $4,000,000, 
but has already swallowed up about 
$20,000,000, and will probably require 
nearly $3,000,000 more to complete it. 
It would be interestingjto ascertain how 
much the work,could have been done 
for asa legitimate business transac- 
tion, if there had been no politic sin it.

All Decorum Lsid Aside—Silly Work 


indicated legislative degeneracy of the 
most humiliatiog order, says the Sao 
ramento Record-Union. Hoodlumism 
stalked into the Assembly, took pos- 
session of the seat-of supreme author- 
ity, and disgraced California before 
the face of the Nation. 

No human being can- give a decent 
reason why, in its closing hours, a law- 
making body, representing the highest 
authority known to our system, should 
become a mob of boodlums. If dignity 
and decorum may be cast aside then, 
they may with equal propriety be aban- 
doned at any other time. If rowdyism 
is tolerated in the last hours of a 
session it is in order at any time. 

For a considerable period prior to the 
closing hours, the night sessions of the 
late Assembly were characterized by 
noisy and boyish conduct that was 
shameful formen and in boys would 
have been punished by the appli- 
cation of a shingle where it would 
do the most good. Kolls of pa- 
per were thrown about the room, 
coarse remarks indulged in, tricks and 
devices of alleged **fun’’ were common, 
and disorder and rowdyish behavior 
were marked. Citizens of the State in 
plentiful numbers went to these ses- 
sions and. came away shamed and in- 
dignant, and visitors from the East 
were studiously from these 
romping sittings of the House for ob- 
vious reasons. 

But on the last night of the session 
such little restraint as had remained 
broke down and the hoodlum ruled. 
All manner of silly, rude, coarse, and 
even insulting, antics and clownishb 
performances were indulged in. Mem- 
bers bombarded each otber with pape1 
roils, baskets, desk fittings, and all 
light articles that came to hand. So 
furious was the rain of missiles that 
one lady, for fear of bodily harm, was 
driven from her seat; 
were exploded upon carpets that cost 
the State heavy sums only last sum- 
mer, and the smell of burning punk 
and Chinese paper pervaded the atmos- 
phere, while some of the explosive 
agents of the “wit” of the hoodlums 
were cast betieath the very feet of 
ladies, endangering their lives. 

All decorum was laid aside, all dig- 
nity was shelved, gentility, such as 
there had been, was abandoned, and 
uproars, bubbub, bellowing, clownish 
acting and farcical performing usurped 
the hour and the manliness that should 
characterize the legislative assembly. 
Old legislators bear testimony that 
never before has a legislative body in 
this State so misbehaved, and we are 
certain that in no other State has an 
Assembly chamber been transformed 
into a melodeon hall.

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IRISHMEN AT WAR. 


‘A Day of Shillalahs and 


Stones at Sligo. 


Many Contes:s between the Parnell 
and Anti-Parnell Men, 


Mauled by a Mob. 


Other Foreign Dispatches—lItaly Not 
Angry over the Mafia Affair— 
The Recent Assassina-~ 

‘thon at Sofia. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Siieo, March 29.—| By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.| Today has been the 
liveliest day so farin the North Sligo 
election campaign. by 8 o’clock this 
morning the streets were alive with 
people listening to the music of sev- 
eral bands. The Parnell contingents. 
with their leader were out by 10 
o’clock engaged in personal canvass- 
ing. Parnell met with a hostile re- 
ception at Strand Hill, where he found 


-{timpossible to hold a meeting owing 


~ 


to the piercing yells of his opponents, 
and he was finally compelled to retreat |- 
to Sligo. The bishop of the diocese, 
together with the priests of the whole 
district, bad denounced Parnell to 
their congregations at mass this morn- 
ing. 

Meanwhile the anti-Parnellites, Sex- 
ton and Collery, Maurice Healey and 
Michael Davitt and their party, bent 
onan unfortunate attempt to carry 
the fight into the enemy’s country, 
started at 9 o’clock in the morning for 
the Tireragh district, addressing small 
gatherings on their way till Templeby 
was reached. Lere hostile camps had 
been formed. ‘he Parnellites main- 
tained a sullen silence, but their op- 
ponents with ringing cheers welcomed 
the reinforcements. The Parnellites 
gathered on the brow of a bill 
armed with blackthorns and other 
weapons, threatening to move toward 
their opponents, but the ~ police 
interposed, and with a line of bayonets 
awed the antagonists, and the storm 
subsided amid muttered threats and 
curses. 

All now moved in the direction of 
Dromore West, whero after a similar 
scene the Parnellites pelted their op- 
ponents vigorously with stones until 
they were chased and clubbed by the 
police. Michael Davitt led his adher- 
ents off, all ducking their heads, and 
some covering themselves with rugs to 
avoid the fusillade of stones. Pinker- 
ton, member of Parliament for Gal- 
way, had bis head cut, and several 
others were injured. On trying to en- 
ter ,Easky the anti-Parvellites found 
the road barred by a formidable array 
ot Paruellites, and on the advice of 
the police they retreated iu the direc- 
tion of Sligo amid another shower of 
stones and missiles. 

Fusiliades of stones continued until 
the party was half a mile from Easky. 
A couple of newspaper men; foliowing 
100 yards behind the Davitt party, were 
attacked by the Parnellites and so 
seriously burt that they were obliged 
‘to stop at the village to have their 
wounds dressed. Ou iearning who the 


wounded men were, the assailants 
expressed contritiou. The party 
reached Sligo in the evening, 


where they addressed a large meet- 
ing. They gave a detailed account 
of the day’s bappenings and the treat- 
ment they received, which they de- 
clared the Parnellite leaders organized 
on the previous night in Sligo. They 
all vowed vengeauce.

Within, the halls and passages were 
crowded to suffocation, All the pro- 
cesses of instructiOn were going on.

There were 
boys and young men lasing bricks, do- 
ing carpenter .ork, sketching, paint- 
ing, plumbing, wood-carving. There 
were women and girls doing most of 
these things, and cooking, dressmak- 
ing and bat-trimming besides.

Two great buildings, one belrind the 
other, are already in use.

Fred Kost bas a round haif dozen of 
biue pictures. Chase paints in blues

Craziest 
ot all the biue men, though, is J. H. 
Twachtman, who bas been showing a 
whole roomful of oil paintings and 
pasiel in the weakest, palest, thinnest, 
most watery biue, in which everything 
is 80 hazy and indistinct that it’s bard 
to tell a tree irom a good intention 
without ascale diagram. Twachiman 
is a very clever artist, though, and bis 
blue pictures are only a case of Simon 
says thumbs up. being in the prevail- 
ing tone, ‘they have been much ad- 
mired. 

The older men, who have an acquired 
reputation to sustain are above such 
affecitations. it’s a pleasure, after a 
surfeitof light biue and dark blue to 
see one of [nness’s splendid sunsets, 
rich in poetic effect or a careful figure 
bit by Wizslow Homer or a De Haas 
86a piece.

_ Easter Sunday was radiant with sun- 
shine and gladness. . Services appro- 
priate to the occasion were held in all 
the churehes, which-were tastefully 
ornamented with a profusion of 
flowers. 

At All Saints’ Episcopal Church there 
was achoral celebration of holy com- 
munion, with a sermon. Excellent 
music was rendered by the choir boys, 
including the **'Te Deum” by Parry, 
Gilbert’s “Kyrie,” “Gloria Tibi’’ by 
Tallis, anthem ‘*“‘Why Seek Ye the 
Living?” offertory, ‘*Ye Choirs of New 
Jerusalem,” John White; Woodward’s 
Benedictus and Agnus Dei: At the 
evening service the following music 
was rendered: Psalter, tenth selec- 
tion; Magnificat, Gregorian; Nunc 
Dimittis, Gregorian; offertory, “The 
Risen Lord,’”’ John White, together 
with several bymns. The floral deco- 
rations were very beautiful, the chan- 
cel being a mass of lilies, while on 
either side and throughout the audito- 
rium on the windows and pillars were 
clustered lilies and wild flowers in rich 
profusion. Rev. G A. Ottman offi- 
ciated for the last time prior to his de- 
parture for Portland, Me., for which 
distant point he expects to leave with 
his family about the middie of the 
week.

Shortly after the passae of the Interstate 
commerce law the genera! passenger agents 
of a number of the large railroads started a 
crusade against the payment of commis 
sions for the sale of tickets. The move- 
ment was concurred io by mostof the prom- 
ipnent roads, but General Dassenger Agent 
Charileton ef the Chicago and Alton re- 
fused to join it, and in persisting to pay 
commissions posed as the champion of the 
ticket agents. It was a great advertisement 
for the Chicagoand Aiton and every ticket 
agent did his best to send business over the 
road, which for a time wus boycotted by 
some of the trunk lines east of Chicago. 
Now another movement is started for abol- 
ishing the commissions, and Mr. Charieton 
is at the head of it, which isa very radic | 
change of position. ‘The question stil! 
hangs fire, with little prospect of the now 
rule being unanimously adopted. 

THAT SAN DIEGO CASE. 

One San D.ego paper, the Union, appreci- 
ates the absurdity of the claim of discrimi- 
nation set up by a local contemporary on 
the aman from Chicago, as ex- 

lained in ‘le limes yesterday. It will 

rewembered that the Chicago man com- 
plained because be could not buy a ticket to 
San Frahcisco with privilege of visite 
San Diego, without paying additional fare. 
Agent Keeler explained to the Union 
that the ople of San Francisco 
might with the same propriety charge 
that the Santa Fé discriminates 
against that city, for the reason that a pas- 
senger can buy around trip ticket in Chi- 
cago to Sau Diego. via the Santa Fé, via 
Lathrop and Sacramento, for #190. But if 
the purchaser wishes totake in San Fran- 
cisco, he must pay &4 extra for the side ride 
from Lathrop aud Sacramento to San /Frap- 
ciscoand return, Justin the same way a 
passenger is charged for the extra ride for 
the extra distance from Los Angeles to Sin 
Diego. A passenger might as well expect 
to be carried for the same price from San 
Diego to Chicago-as to Kansas City. 

CENTRAL PACIFIC BLUE ENVELOPES. 

There is a colder wave passing over the 
Central Pacific, says the Chronicle. It has 
already frozen five conductors out of their 
positions, and there is no likelihood of the 
company meiting in its regard for them. 
The simpie facts are that there has been a 

reat deal of systematic pilfering going on. 

‘he meu have been “knocking down,” as it 
is cailed. ln other words, they bave been 
pooketing the fares of passengers who get 
on without tickets, or who bo rd the train 
at way Stations where through tickets are 
notso.d. That the thefts have been going 
on for some time is well known, and new 
“collectors” are being put on ali the main 
lines in addition tothe reguiar conductors, 
The stealings range all the way from $1 
or $2 to $20 a day, varying with the number 
of ticketiess travelers.
